O'Connor, eelebratt-d the t wont.v-fili !i 
annivor.sary of his ordination. For a 
month or more the ladies, gentlemen, 
teachers and children of the parish 
had been preparing for the event, 
and to complete were the arrange- 
ment! that thrro »as not a hitch 
'While the jubile proper was cele- 
brated on Wednesday, the festivities 
began with the ScIk.oI eomnienee- 
nient exen'ises on the ni!,'hl iirevioiis 
It was not only .the silver jiiliilee ol 
Fatlier ()'( oniior, but of lliree otlu-» 
priests of this dioeesf. I'atlicr Will 
iam Buekiniin, of New llinen; Father 
Joseph Uogarty, of Lebanon, and 
Faither Dominic lliyjfiiis, of West 
Louisville. The other three jubilar 
lans celebrated their anniversaries at 
their respective churches. 

The ladles and gentlemen had 
^tastefully decorated the body of 
Holy Name church with evergreens, 
and alone- the walls were liandsoniely 
painteil (juola I ion s from llie .'si-ri[> 
tures on niatlcis p.-rl a-niiiy lo tlio 
priesthood. Tlie s;i net nary was dee- 
orated with green plants and while 
flower.s and the altar was abla/.it 
with a glory of lights. At the top 
on either side of the altar gas Jets 
had been so arranged as to form th# 
figures 1883-1908. Cars from every 
section of the city brought friends 
of Father O'Connor to the church 
during the morning and at 9 o'clock 
tiie jubilariaii bcfjan the celebration 
of a solemn high mass. The l!ev. 
yather 1). .\. l!ncl<ley. of Sprinirfield, 
Ohio, was deacon; the Kev. lather 
.John T. Hill, of I.oui.s\ ille, subdcusoii, 
and the Kev. Father Thomas W. 
VVhite, of Clifton, master of cere- 
monies. The choir, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Lawler, rendered Von 
Weber's mass. After the first gos- 
pel the sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Father Edward J. Lynch, of 
Henderson. 

Father Lynch made no attempt at 
oratory, but gave a plain heart to 
heart talk to those assembled con- 
cerning the dlfrnity of the priest- 
hood, the lal)ors and responsibilities 
of the priest, and the worth of 
Father O'Connor. He tcdd how the 
Jnliilarian, whose anniversary was be- 
ing eelclirated, studied and worked 
during his days at Preston Parte Sem- 
inary. He was noted, said Father 
Lynch, among his fellow-seminarians 
and classmates as an indefatigable 
student, for his love of duty and for 
his determination to follow the will 
of his I'.isliop. The speaker likewise 
paid tribute to l-'aihers llogartv, 
Bnckman and llif4niiis, who were 
raised to the dignity of the altar 
with Father O'Connor. 

Father I.yneh iu-m took up the 
life of a mau in the priesthood. it 
was not a life of ease, bq aaid. The 
priest had to brave the cold of win- 
ter and the heat of summer, the 
storms and the hails of the different 
seasons. Tlie priest lias to climb the 
hills and struggle down the valleys, 
always a watchful she])lici-d over his 
flock. He has to fa(-e sniallpox, yel- 
low fever and other dread s^'oiirfjes, 
yet he never falter>. Whatever is 
good is self-diffusing, he said, and 
the work of the priest is good be- 
cause it tends to spread happiness 
abroad. The priest is for the pieople, 
not the people for the priest. He 
hoped that the congregation would 
continue to honor and need the ad- 
vice of Father O'Connor, so that one 
day they would enjoy with him the 
beatitudes of heaven. In closing he 
spoke of the holy eucharist ana of 

tlie mass. 

In the sanctuary were the Very 
Kev. Fatiier James 1'. Cronin, V. O., 
'Very Rev. Father Lawrence Bax, Rev. 
Dr. Qeorge W. Scbuhmann, Fathers 
William Oausepohl, Westermann, 
Bachmann, Raoux, of Flint Island, 
and ,7ohn J. Fitzgerald. 

After the mass Father O'Connor 
started for his rectory, l)ut he had 
not reached 'the street before the 
whole congregation swarmed around 
him and offered congratulations. The 
jubilarian had a kindly word of 
tlianks for all, and .vet bore his 
Imnors very modestly. While the 
clergy were removing their vest- 
ments the ladies of the congregation 
were transforming one of the school 
rooms into a banquet hall. Flowers, 
evergreens and American flags we^ 
hung in profusion. Covers were laid 
for forty-two priests, and the din- 
ner was excellent in every iiarticular. 
There were no set toasts, bei-aiise 
Fatlier O'Connor modestly declined 
anytliing of the sort, but he could 
not prevent his guests from offering 
their felicitations informally.

Chicago Catliolic^ liad a ;'elebra- 
tion in that' city this week which as 
a demonstration upon ihe part of 
.\inerican Catholics was second only 
to that of the recent centenary cele- 
bration in New "i'ork City. The occa- 
sion inarkt'd the se\enty-fifth anni- 
versary of the founding of St. 
.Mai'y's, the oldest parish clmrch in 
( hicngo. The celebration l>egan last 
Sunday mornini.' when .\rclibishop 
Quigley officiated at I'onlifical high 
mass at St. Mary's, in the evening 
solemn vespers were sung and from 
that time until last night there was 
some special event every morning 
and evening. So great was the crowd 
that sought admission to the church 
last Sunday that only those holding 
cards were allowed to enter 1lie edi- 
fii'e. .Monday morning a re(|iiieiu 
liiyh mass was celebralcd for tin re- 
pose of the souls of dei'eased Tiierii- 
i)ers of the coiii;ieL'afion. Monday 
evening the Itev. I'atlicr 1'. .1. O'Cal- 
laghan, pastor of St, Mary's, gave a 
dinner to the former pastora of 8t. 
Mary's. * 

The festivities reached a climax 
Friday night when a public mass 
meeting was held at the Auditorium. 
Hon. I'".(iw .-1 1.1 I'. Dunne, former 
Mayor of < hii i m.. presided, and the 
speakers and their subjects were as 
follows:

.Mtlioiigli the cross of the Saviour 
was brought to the present site of 
Chicago as early as liiT.l by the zeal- 
ous and adventurous .Icsuit I'atlier 
Marquette, it was not until is:i:i that 
the first parish church was erected. 
From a mere handful of Catholics 
and a shed for a chnrch in 1833, one 
finds today 300 churches and a mill- 
ion of Catholic worshipers in Chi- 
cago, The first St. Mary's was a 
frame structure 3.")X2.') feet. The first 
child baptized in the new church was 
(Jeorge Washington Baubien, n.iv.- a 
re-~iilent of Dubuque, la., but who 
at:. 11 led the featiTities In Chicago 

this week. 

Fatlier .'St. Cyr, the young French 
priest who had charge of the congre- 
gation in those early years, took a 
great interest in the Indians and his 
congregation on Sundays was largely 
made up of red men. Vear by year 
the Catholic population of the city 
grew until eleven years after the 
first church had been built Chicago 
was made a See. and St. Mary's was 
the first Cathedral. In the gi'cat 
fire which swept Chicago nearly 
forty years ago St. .Mary's ehureii 
was destroyed. Manv of th" Prot- 
estant eongregat ions abai< loii-.l their 
clinrehes in the downtoivn distrii t. 
and as a conse<iuence Itishop Foley 
bought Plymouth church from the 
Congregaiionalists after the fire. 
Thia served as St. Mary's and as tiie 
Cathedral ontil 1876, when the new 
Cathedral was built. 

In November. 1903, the Paulist 
Fathers assnmerl charge of St. Mary's 
and have been in control ever since. 
From I!»nt until the present time the 
l;e\. Father I'eter ,1. O'Callaghan has 
been in charge and is assisted by 
eii;ht i.r nine other members of the 
I'anlisi order. The ])arish of St. 
Mary's is said to be one of i!ie 
8tronge.*ft in the United States. Jt is 
iMunded on the north and west by 
Chicago river, on the south by 
Twelvth street and on the east by 
Lake Michigan. It is thus the parish 
of the richest and the poorest peo- 
ple in the city. If a foreign .\mbns- 
sador or a millionaire stops at the 
Aiiilitoi-inin .St. .Mary's is hi.-- parish 
. liurch. If the j>eople of the slums 
are dy inu- and need a )>riest they 
si'iid to Father O'Callaghan's rectoi v. 
For the convenience of news|)aper 
men and others who work at night 
the Paulists have a mass at 3 o'clock 
in the morning on all Sundays and 
holydays of obligation.

The Catholic Federation of .leffer- 
.son County held its legnlar nionllily 
meeting at Hertrand Hall I'lnir-day 
night. The attendance wa~ large 
and .representative oi the orirani/.a- 
tions affiliated, and all the <lelegates 
exhibited great interest and en- 
thusiasm. Owing to the absence of 
Secretary James B, Kelly, Thomas 
J. Garvey was selected to occup^s 
the chair during the evening. 
.\fter a full ami free discussion, and 
in view of the large atteinlanee at 
recent meeliiies, it was decided not 
to abandon the meetings uuriug the 
summer, but to hold them regularly 
every month.

The nicnibi'rs discussed generally 
the work of tlie Trustees of the 
I.onis\ ille Free Library, and not only 
surprise and regret but censure was 
voiced liecause 'the Mayor of Louis- 
ville failed to appoint at least one 
Catholic on the Library Board when 
he had an opportunity last April. 
Delegates from one of the societies 
affiliating ])resented resolutions de- 
nouncing the .iiayor's omission. 
These resolutions were read, dis- 
cussed and adoj)ted. 

The Treasure;- was instructed to 
|)uy $11) as the dues of .leffcrson 
County's Federatitm to the National 
Council. Acting President Rogers 
read a communication from National 
.Secretary Matre relative to the na- 
ttional convention to be held in 
Bo.ston, August 0-12, told of the 
many advantages to be gained by a 
visit to that city while the conven- 
tion was in progress, and urcei! all 
who con!

He said it would be on of the largest 
and most representative gatherings 
of Catholics ever held in the I'nited 
States, ami told how zealously ,\rch- 
bishon O'Connell and his i)eo])le were 
working to properly receive and en- 
tertain their visitors.

Ifepiiblicant fr<« every State in the 
I II ion and from all the Territories 
and colonial possessions of the United 

States assembled in convention at 
Chicago on Tuesday to nominate can- 
didates for the Presidency and Vice 
I'ire^i(leii,-y and to adopt a platform 
upon vvhiidi these candidates Were to 
stand or fall. Of course there were 
tens of thou.sands of visitors at the 
mammoth Coliseum where the con- 
vention was held, but the internecine 
strife in Kentucky overshadowed all 
other interests. 

The national Bepublican conven- 
tion opened at noon Tuesday, and at 
first the indications were that the 
machine was greased and that the 
whole show would be over within 
twenty-fruir hours. The call to order 
and the jirayer. offered by Hishop 
Miildoon, took up si,\teen minutes of 
the time of the first session. ,\fter 
that .Senator Hurrovvs. of Michigan, 
was elected temporary Chairman, and 
was expected to sound the keynote of 
Kepubliian policies for the next four 
.\ ears. He had his notes all right and 
read from them in a voice inaudible 
to 90 per cent, of the delegates. At 
2:03 o'clock tlie i'onvei\tion adjourned 
until noon of the next day, vvith 
nothing done. 

The Credentials Committee met 
orvernif-ht and seated all the Taft 
delegates irrespective of the claims 
made by adherents of Fairbanks, 
Knox, Cannon and otlicr Vrcsidential 
candidates. After that the opposition 
to Secretary Taft appeared to fall 
supinely and allow the machine to 
roll over them without rubber tires. 

Wednesday Hon, Henry Cabot 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, was elected 
pernuinent Chairman, and the conven- 
tion appeared to have been certain 
of siibse(|iient procedures, For- 
tunatidv or unfortunately, Mr. Lodge 
interjected the name of Theodore 
Koosevidt. That settled it for the 
ilay. The most radical Democrat in 
the United .States honors .Mr. Hoose- 
velt as President of this country, and 
the foreigner who said aught against 
him would be in danger of personal 
violence. Hut the ftepiiblieans went 
wild, forgot Taft, forgot the platform 
and everything else in cheering for 
Teddv . The exhausting stream of en- 
thusiasm blew itself away in thirty 
minutes. Ohio anil Kentucky delega- 
tions made no denionst r.i t ions while 
all this was going cm. The Ohio peo- 
ple wanted Taft nominated: the iten- 
tuckians did md seem to care a con- 
tinental who the I'residential nominee 
was if they could decide on the 
State's representatives on the Na- 
tional Committee. Kentucky was 
deadlocked, .bdin W. ■\'erkes, who has 
been Kentucky's representative for 
several years, did md attend the con- 
vention. Mr. .MeCnIlocli. of Owens- 
boro, one of the ablest men in the 
State, a man without a lieaila<die on 
political or personal discussions, rep- 
resente<l Mr. Yerkes until the Ken- 
tucky delegation organized. Then 
the fun began. lUchard 1*. lirnst, of 
the Sixth Congressional district, 
wanted to be the National Commit- 
teeman; so did Frank M. Fisher, of 
the First district. The Kentucky 
delegation had twenty-six votes. 
Ernst clainicil sisieeii; Fisher 
claimed fiftieii. After several 
skirmishes a vote wa- taken Wi'dnes- 
day and I^riist ami Fisher irot thir- 
lecn vcites each. It was a deadlock. 
Thursday morning the Kentucky 
delegate's met again, and as the best 
way out of a bad bargain chose Judge 
A. R. Bumam as a compromise candi- 
date. 

This Is the same Judge Bumam 
that (iov. Hradley's friends accused of 
knifing their candidate at the late 
Piioeiiix Hill convention. ICven the 
most strenuous of the Kepubliean 
iievvs|>apers call attention to the lack 
<d' enthusiasm on Ihe part of the dele- 
gates. There were occasional out- 
bursts, but nothing more. The lalxir 
vote, represented by Samuel W. 
(iompers. President of the American 
Federation of Labor, and several of 
his colleagues, appeared before the 
committee on resolutions Wednesday 
and asked for the insertion of planks 
on Federal injunctions and woman 
suf friif^e. 

As the Keiituiky Irish .\inerican 
goes to pre?-s The wires bring the in- 
telligence that Secietary of War Will- 
iam H. I'afl has ln'cn nominated for 
President. He has been in politics all 
his life, served as Federal Judge and 
Governor of Mie Philippine Islands be- 
fore breaking Into the Cabinet. He 
ought to be up to his job, if elected, 
but the Democrats will have some- 
thing to any about tbvt.

Francis Coffey when he passed 
through Louisville this week to at- 
tend the annual mid-siinimer trather- 
ing of his brethren of the Kentucky 
newfpajier fraternity.
